or by the federal government. Two 
power sovereigns cannot exist within 
the same state.

imposed a condition in each o f these 
authorizations that all power distrib­ 
uted both within and outside the state 
shall be under rates, rules and regu­ 
lations fixed and prescribed by the 
state authority.”
